“Under what conditions is a Single- 
ton opening advantageous against a 
trump declaration?” writes a corre.

A Singleton opening is seldom, if 
ever, justifiable unless the opener holds 
geactt three trumps. With less than 
three it is a bad opening, for the de- 
clarer usually ‘can lead two rounds of 
trumps before you-or your partner ob 
tain the lead.
